but the object has not bjun attained, It wns 
in^teii.ded to 'iooas a bar to the udIIucIioii of 
foreign debts in our Couri.-<, provided itie 
liiniiiiiioii st.itutt) or st.ilute.s iu such l'urui;i,ii 
couiitr5' 111 winch the debt w;n cualraclod 
batred iiiiy .suit hein^ hroiuilil iii .such foieioii 
CDoiitry. If, lor i.i.sta.ice, .A. cuMtr.ict.'d n 
drtbl 111 Caliroriiiii ill ISot!. niid f.iilcd to pay 
during Ltirnu yu.ira Iruiii lli.il lime, iht'ii Ihu 
liiniaitioii siaiuu! could ho pleaded lu bar 
the itciiuii, and no roinedy for its collection 
ill itio Slate Courts would be allowed.
